Today  we  have  had  an  example  of  New  England  weather.    The  grandeur  of 
strange  figures  viewed  from  behind  closed  doors  set  the  mood  for  dreaming. 
U      After  dining  sufficiently,  I  put  several  logs  on  the  fire  and  reclined 
in  grandmother's  favorite  chair.    Three  sheep  later  I  dozed  into  sweet 
dreams,  -  -  -    It  seems  only  yesterday  that  I  trod  through  the  deep  snow 
to  high  school,     I  can  remember  the  very  first  September  day  when  I 
officially  enrolled  in  W,  H.  S.      Ahl  It  all  seems  strange  now.  How 
timid  I  was,  and  how  anxious  my  classmates  werel      Some  of  us  were  assigned 
to  the  homeroom  of  Miss  C.  F.  Faarington  and  others  of  us  were  instructed 
to  report  to  Mr.  C.  G.  Griffin.

It  was  during 
this  year  that  Dorothy  Haith,  one  of  the  most  promising  actresses  of  the 
year,  starred  in  "Jane  Eyre".    During  this  same  period  Johnson,  Byrd,  and 
Jones,  V/ashington  High  School's  touchdown  triplets,  made  gridiron  history. 
With  the  Athletic  Rally  "in  the  bag",  we  followed  through  with  the  presenta- 
tion of  a  Junior-Senior  Prom  that  will  never  be  forgotten  because  of  the 
elaborate  decorations,  the  delectable  refreshments,  and  the  general 
cultural  tone  of  the  occasion. 

Taking  counsel  of  our  advisors  through  the  years  and  gracefully  surrender- 
ing Ijhe  trifles  of  youth,  194^  found  us  at  the  top  of  the  staircase  as 
seniors,  but  we  didn't  pause  to  breathe  as  our  motto,  "WE  PAUSE  TO  BEGIN", 
suggests.      During  this  year  various  individuals  of  the  class  performed 
in  a  most  creditable  manner  in  numerous  student  activities.    Too  much 
praise  cannot  be  given  to  the  Student  Council  President,  Virginia  Ann  Scales, 
for  the  efficiency  she  displayed  in  the  execution  of  her  office,  and  the 
smoothness  with  which  she  manipulated  the  intricate  machinery  of  this 
organization.    Lester  Bolden,  Jr.,  and  Dorothy  Haith  were  crowned  KING  and 
QUEEN,  respectively,  of  Washington  High  School  at  the  annual  Homecoming 
game.    This  celebration  climaxed  the  annual  Athletic  Rally,  and  marked  the 
second  consecutive  year  that  our  class  held  FIRST  PLACE  by  raising  the 
largest  sum  of  money  in  the  effort.
